Kill Of Young Bucks 
Shows Drop In 1951 


LANSING—(ZP)—A m arked re ­ 
duction in the kill of young bucks 
during the 1951 deer season w as 
hoted by conservation departm ent 
biologists. 
Checking the results of a study 
of killed deer at highw ay stations, 
tile biologists found that about an 
equal num ber of 2Vi and 
\ xk - 
year-old bucks w ere killed in poor 
browse areas. 
The ration norm ally is twice as 
m any younger bucks as older ones. 
Dr. S. C. W hitlock of the d e­ 
partm ent research staff said th at 
last w inter’s deer starvations m ay 
have killed off the young deer 
before they got into hunters’ bags. 
The survey confirm ed the heavy 
die off of fawns in Oscoda, C raw ­ 
ford and Roscommon counties and 
also turned up im portant losses in 
parts of the U pper Peninsula and 
mn Drum m ond Island. 
v There was also good evidence 
th at many bucks in the poor food 
areas did not grow three-inch a n t­ 
lers by the fall of their second 
year. 
Even 
some 2 Vs-year-old 
bucks were found with stub a n t­ 
lers.

to negotiate w ith 
Perkins 
and 
Will, Chicago architects, to draw 
plans and specifications for the 
shell. 
Paym ent will 
be 
m ade 
from the funds on hand and the 
balance will be earm arked as a 
paym ent on the construction. 
Robert S. M eyer, band director, 
outlined to the council the results 
of studies he m ade last sum m er 
at N orthw estern 
U niversity 
on 
bandshells. 
He suggested that the 
city avoid a bandshell ellipsoidal, 
spherical, or parabolic in design 
or with parallel flat planes. 
He 
recom m ended a bandshell conical 
in design with concentric ridges 
and presented a sketch of a shell 
with a cantilever supported roof 
which Mr. M eyer said was best 
suited. 
He estim ated construc­ 
tion costs at $13,000. 
The stage 
would be 25 by 50 feet with chair 
storage space 16 by 30. 
Shell Has Many Uses 
Mr. M eyer told the council th a t 
further funds can be raised for

dition to band concerts.

NEW YORK— Maybe it is be­

North Atlantic, struck me as a 
I terrific note on which to start 1952. 
The 
squareheaded 
.skipper 
had 
long since ordered crew and pas­ 
sengers to safety over the side. 
First, we have 
to

i “squarehead.” Squarehead 
is 
a 
term of sem i-endearm ent applied 
to all men of Scandinavian or T eu­ 
tonic descent who go out to sea on 
ships. It may have been a racial 
nickname, once, but in my time it 
came more to connote the kind of 
stubbornness 
that 
makes 
the 
Scandinavian the best deck sailor 
in the world. 
Here we have 
Capt. 
Carlsen 
hanging onto a hall-sunk ship for 
the last several days,*in a roaring 
gale, for a variety of reasons that 
make simple men great. It is no 
grandstand play, of course. The 
second the skipper leaves the F ly­ 
ing Enterprise, she becomes dere­ 
lict, and the property of w hatever 
men throw7 a hawser on her and 
tow her in. So long as the old man 
sticks aboard, she keeps on be­ 
longing t£ her owners. 
Different With Airplanes 
That is the practical side. The 
romantic side is that any captain 
of any ship gets to know and love 
that ship with an affection that is 
passing the love of 
woman. 
It 
doesn’t make any 
difference 
if 
she’s a reeking, wallowing, scarred 
old rustpot. If you stay aboard her 
long enough her personality rubs 
off on you and you can’t leave the 
old bag to fight it out alone. 
This is a piece of ancient senti­ 
ment that is largely dying in an 
air age, because the life of an a ir­ 
craft begins by being expendable, 
and is eventually compounded of 
so many spare parts that the or­ 
iginal plane is lost even 
if 
she 
avoids the boneyard. The differ­ 
ence between love of ship and love 
of airplane is roughly the differ­ 
ence between a 
fast 
infatuation 
and an enduring marriage. 
The proprietorship of captain 
for his seagoing command is like 
nothing else in the world. His en­ 
tire life is centered up in the riv­ 
ets that hold her together, the rust 
that perpetually gnaws 
at 
her 
plates, and the million problems 
that attend her voyages. Old sea­ 
men look like no other breed of 
men, and feel like no other breed 
of men. They are uneasy ashore,

nr»HE annual M arch of Dimes drive is un- 
A 
der way in Delta county w ith the up ­ 
w ard surge of polio nationally bringing 
new urgency into the concept of giving. 
The new pattern of polio is best under­ 
stood when it is realized that almost two- 
thirds of all M arch of Dimes funds spent 
on patient care since 1938 have been ex­ 
pended during the last four years alone. 
The reason is the tragic increase in the in­ 
cidence of polio— a jum p from about 11.000 
cases in 1945 to 33.000 cases average an­ 
nually since then. 
W hat was once considered a staggering 
epidemic is now thought of as “norm al,” 
says the National Foundation for Infantile 
Paralysis. 
How is the nation to meet this rising tide 
of polio, this new and widespread pattern 
ofr the only epidemic disease still on the 
increase in America** 
The only logical answer seems to be a 
whole new concept of giving. 
The reason for this is increasingly clear 
w ith the knowledge that the 
last 
four 
years marked the worst polio years in his­ 
tory. 
The money spent in the past four 
years to cope with this epidemic was near­ 
ly double the total cost for the previous 
ten years. 
Care of patients stricken with polio, and 
research that will eventually m ake the 


Stassen Decides To 
Try It Again 
P 
ERHAPS President Trum an's upset vic­ 
tory at the polls in 1948 had a profound 
effect upon the thinking of m any a politi­ 
cal aspirant 
A fte r’all, he dem onstrated that people in 
this country cannot be predicted. He re ­ 
fused to flinch in the face of adverse pub­ 
lic opinion polls and betting odds. 
For 
months 
the pundits and political 
wise men have been saying that ifs Taft 
vs. Eisenhower for the Republican nom ­ 
ination in 1952. But here and there a few 
prominent* disbelievers have cropped up. 
Gov. Earl W arren of California was one. 
He jum ped into the fray a while back in 
hearty defiance of the experts who have 
been saying ifs a two-horse race. 
*Now we have another contender, Harold 
E. Stassen, form er governor of Minnesota 
and now president of the 
University 
of 
Pennsylvania. 
He has been in twice before, once in 1944 
as a sort of build-up for the next turn, and 
then in 1948 in an all-out bid which gained 
striking original success only to sputter out 
by convention time. 
For a while this time it looked as if Stas- 
sen would throw his weight to 
General 
Eisenhower, but gradually he changed his 
m ind as old friends and supporters pressed 
him to run again. 
In announcing his candidacy Stassen laid 
some stress on recent conversations he had 
w ith Eisenhower in Paris. He said his de­ 
cision to run did “not necessarily” mean 
the general himself would not be a candi­ 
date. 
But he appeared to imply that it did 
mean that, and 
Eisenhower’s 
campaign 
manager. Senator Lodge of Massachusetts, 
promptly denied the soundness of arty such 
interpretation. 
W hatever 
influence 
Eisenhower 
may 
have had on his move, Stassen clearly has 
been receptive to the presidential lightning 
since at least early fall. 
At that time his former backers— with 
certain notable defections—are 
said 
to 
have convinced him prospects w ere good 
for 1952. 
The defections, including Thomas Cole­ 
man of Wisconsin, now 
aiding 
Senator 
Taft, were a source of worry. 
However, 
eventually the stalwarts in Stassen’s fol­ 
lowing sold him on the idea these losses 
w ere not fatal. 
Cold political appraisers see it different­ 
ly. They think the losses are 
important. 
They 
feel 
Stassen has not gained much 
strength in his adopted Pennsylvania and 
has gone down in his native Minnesota and 
adjoining northw est states. 
They also believe that Stassen, never a 
favorite of the GO P regulars, is no longer 
a darling of the party ’s progressive wing. 
Naturally, only events will tell w hether 
this harsn analysis of his chances is accur­ 
ate. 
Obviously he and his backers have 
some good theories and possibly an en­ 
couraging array of political reports from 
the country, else they would not venture 
forth. 
The 
most 
likely hope in the Stassen 
camp is that Eisenhower will not run and 
that Stassen therefore will 
inherit 
the 
strength which now accrues to the general. 
Certainly there is no great ground swell 
of popular sentiment for Stassen. and he 
must be well aw are of this. In any event, 
though, he must be admired for having the 
vigor and gumption to try again, and there­ 
by helping to m ake the 1952 GOP race a 
genuine American-type sweepstakes.

Fairless Declines 
C IO Invitation 
T^EN JA M IN 
FAIRLESS,

United States Steel Corporation, tu rn ­ 
ed down an invitation from the CIO United 
Steelworkers to attend the special conven­ 
tion of steelworkers, which was called to 
decide w hether there will be a strike in the 
steel industry this month. 
When the U. S. Steel president decluied 
the invitation there were many people who 
felt that Mr. Fairless lost an excellent op­ 
portunity to present the company’s side of 
the present wage dispute. Now the real 
reason for the decision of the steel com­ 
pany boss to reject the invitation has come 
to light. 
The CIO Steelworkers not only wanted 
Fairless to speak—which Fairless himself 
contends that he would have liked to do— 
but they also wanted him for a three-hour 
question and answer program. Fairless was 
willing to do so but requested that all such 
questions be submitted to him in advance. 
The union officials declined. That ended 
the discussion and so the president of U. S. 
Steel declined the invitation to attend the 
convention. 
Fortunately, 
it now appears that the 
threatened strike in the steel industry will 
be averted, at least for 
another 
month.

BEACH EROSION 
(Marinette Eagle-Star) 
l ite high level of the Great Lakes has 
prompted a number of suggestions to com­ 
bat beach erosion, even an appeal to the 
federal government for funds. But as has 
been suggested by one agency, use of sea 
walls, jetties and other devices to combat 
the erosion are financially practical only 
for the most valuable frontages such as 
cities, railroad rights of way and main 
highways. 
The cost involved is so great that in most 
instances, nature will have to be allowed 
to take its course. Erosion damage to lake- 
fronting cottages and other facilities is 
greater and more noticeable now because 
there are many more of them than there 
used to be. 
The history of the Great Lakes indicates 
that present high levels will be followed by 
a gradual drop. It is probable that six or 
seven years hence nobody will be concern­ 
ed over beach erosion. 


THE BRIGHT LIGHT

The assistance given to us in Korea by 
our m any allies in the United Nations was 
next to insignificant.

WASHINGTON—President Trum an's re ­ 
lations with reporters at the White House 
are at an all-time low. 
The boys in the White House press room, 
usually among his staunchest friends, re­ 
sent the frequent cracks the president has 
been making about the 
press 
generally. 
And they don’t appreciate the bawling out 
they get when asking simple questions at 
the White House news conferences. 
It dildn’t get into the papers, but Mr. 
Truman, who returned from 
Key

tired and crochety, almost took two more 
digs at the reporters recently. 
First, he 
wanted to lecture them for not emphasiz­ 
ing that the list of war prisoners put out 
by the Chinese Communists was unverified 
and thus probably inaccurate— something, 
incidentally, that all reporters already had 
stressed. 
He also wanted to bawd them out for 
leaking the story that Judge Tom M ur­ 
phy of New York had turned down the job 
of chief graft investigator. However, the 
president's press officers, led by able Joe 
Short, convinced Mr. Truman to forget it. 
INSIDE HUNGARY 
Final decision to pay the ransom of the 
four U. S. fliers in Hungary was made only 
after significant back-stage debate which 
goes to the very root of American policy 
toward Russian satellites. 
Inside fact is that the Defense depart­ 
ment, not the State department, made the 
decision to put up the ransom money—for 
two reasons: 
1. The four Air Force men were official 
representatives of the United States and 
specifically of the Defense department. 
2. The Joint Chiefs of Staff shied away 
from any threat of retaliation for 
fear 
Hungary might call our bluff. 
This latter point gets down to the rook 
problem of w hether it is wise to provoke 
the Soviet. It has come up time after time 
in the past, and the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
always shy away from any showdown. In 
general, so does the State department. 
This was the issue involved in the ques­ 
tion of bombing Manchurian territory be­ 
yond the Yalu river. It has also been in­ 
volved in much milder matters in the cold 
war. 
PROPAGANDA BALLOONS 
For instance, 
when this columnist last 
spring urged sending propaganda balloons 
behind the Iron Curtain, it was frowned 
on by military advisers and by some State 
departm ent officials. They feared a violent 
reaction in Moscow. 
But w heM the Crusade for Freedom was 
able to float balloons into Czechoslovakia 
and Poland, the Freedom 
leaflets 
were 
mimeographed, tacked on telephone poles, 
mailed anonymously to Communist offi­ 
cials. and created such a furor that Com­ 
munist newspapers, the Czech prime min­ 
ister and Radio Moscow had to go into high 
gear to reply. 
Public opinion became so riled inside 
Czechoslovakia that the Communists ac­ 
tually began looking for some way to free 
AP correspondent William Oatis in order 
to turn off the heat. 
However, when similar balloon or propa­ 
ganda projects have been urged for H un­ 
gary and other satellite countries, an offi­ 
cial wall of discouragement 
has 
been 
elected by the Pentagon and by some of 
the more timid souk in the State depart­ 
ment. 
The 
reason 
is 
partly illustrated by a 
story told by Gen. Bedell Smith, 
expert 
head of central intelligence, who recounts 
a conversation between Georges Dimitrov 
and Stalin. 
“Are you afraid of w ar?” 
Stalin 
was 
asked. 
“Yes,” replied Stalin, “but not as afraid 
as the West.” 
Nevertheless, there are plenty of propa­ 
ganda steps that can be taken with no 
danger of war. Furthermore, it remains a 
fact that the law’ of the jungle remains the 
law of Kremlin. 
And when U. S. propa­ 
ganda stirs the population of Czechoslo­ 
vakia or Hungary to a boiling point, 
the 
Kremlin is much more likely to act with 
reason. 


MILITARY PLAYGROUND 
When Senate investigators probed Army 
camps recently, they didn’t seem to notice 
that, while Fort Belvoir, Va., has squan­ 
dered thousands of dollars on fancy golf 
courses, it has let its living quarters run 
dow’n shamefully. 
The Senate preparedness committee did 
rap Fort Belvoir for its “luxurious” recre­ 
ational 
facilities. 
But it overlooked the 
condition of the crowded temporary bar­ 
racks w h ich have before fire hazards. 
Meanwhile Fort Belvoir is dangerously 
low’ on water for fire control.

Open Vote Preferred 
The purpose of the secret m eet­ 
ing is to give commissioners op­ 
posed to discretionary power a 
chance to hide behind a unani­ 
mous vote. 
If they find that the 
majority is going to vote to renew 
the request, they w’ill go along at 
the rubber-stam p public meeting 
Monday. 
Though the conservation inter­ 
ests want the decision to go this 
way, they certainly w’ould like to 
see an open vote and learn exactly 
where each commissioner stands. 
On the other hand, if the m a­ 
jority decides not to renew the re­ 
quest and thus leave the depart­ 
ment 
specialists 
and 
organized 
sportsmen holding the bag, the 
open meeting vote will be very 
revealing. 
The proponents will 
never throw’ 
themselves 
to 
the 
wolves by voting against renewal. 
The opponents will have to come 
out in the open to vote it dowrn. 
Trouble In Sight 
This soul-searching in the com­ 
mission is all the more strange 
since the legislature appears more 
than likely to pass the bill at this 
session. 
It has been already in­ 
troduced under the sponsorship of 
some of last y ear’s most bitter op­ 
ponents. 
The legislative change of heart 
is almost entirely due to the yoe- 
man work of the organized sports­ 
men, led by the Michigan United 
Conservation 
clubs. 
They have 
preached the gospel 
of 
an 
in­ 
creased deer harvest so hard that 
they apparently have broken the 
back of the legislative opposition. 
Now if the 'commission backs 
down on them, trouble is in sight. 
And Governor Williams, 
who 
has now appointed the majority 
of tile commission and who has 
desperately 
been trying 
to get 
on the right side of the organized 
sportsmen and other conservation 
interests, probably will reap his 
share of that trouble.
